TEL AVIV. — The clear possibi- 
lity of Zerah Warhaftig and Zevu- 
lun Hammer joining the Cabinet 
shortly was voiced yesterday by 
political circles. The move follows 
the death fast month of Social 
Welfare Minister Michael Hazan. 

The Natlonal Religious Party was 
slated to have four Ministers when 
it joined the Cabinet eight months 
ago— but the refusal of the Young 
Guard Ied by Zevulun Hammer and 
Yehuda Ben-Meir, to accept the 
NRP majority accord with the La- 
bour Party and the reluctance of 
Warhaftig to join the Cabinet with- 
out the Young Guard, reduced the 
NRP participation to three.

: day to protest against the possible 

collapse of the religious status quo, 
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NRP Secretary-General Zvi Bern- 
stein intimated that his party would 
seek to restore the balance and 
send four ministers to the Cabinet. 

The change in the Young Guard 
attitude was due mainly to a re- 
versal of positions by Rabbi Zvi 
Yehuda Kook, head of the Yeshivat 
Harav stronghold of religious na- 
tionalists. Rabbi Kook reportedly 
told Knesset members Hammer and 
Ben.Meir that, under the prevailing 
circumstances, they would serve the 
cause better by joining the estab- 
lishment, Chief Rabbi Goren, who 
last year objected to the NRP join- 
ing the coalition, is now said to be 
agreeable to the idea. 

Yesterday, Hammer and Ben-Meir 
called on the Prime Minister to 
sound him out.

Cancer specialist charged 
with income tax evasion 


Cancer epecialist Avraham Hoch- 
man and his wife Shoshana were 
indicted on Wednesday on charges 
of income tax evasion to the tune 
of over 1.100.000. The indictment, 
filed in the Jerusalem District Court 
by the District Attorney's office, 
said the year-long investigation 
would prove that Prof. Hochman, 
assisted by his wife, had concealed 
IL102,000 received as fees from pri- 
vate patients in recent years . 

The prosecution said it would call 
δά relatives of now-deceased pa- 
tions of Prof. Hochman to testify 
in the trial. It eaid ft had purposely

Hochman's income last year follow- 
ing allegations that Hochman, ‘head 
of the Hadassah Medical Centre's 
Oncology Department, persuaded 
cancer patients to take private 
treatment at his clink: at home and 
demanded cash without giving re- 
celpts. 

Denying these allegations, Prof, 
Hochman turned down a recom- 
mendation from the hospital's ethics 
board that ‘he ‘take a year's leave.

New taxes reflected

Today, or within a few days, em- 
ployees will receive their salaries 
for July computed according to the 
Income tax reform. 

I your employer keeps to the 
agreement reached between the His- 
tadrut and the Government, you 
will receive at least the same net 
income as for June. However, your 
tax chit will look different. 

Ig you have children, your em. 
ployer will pay you IL100 per child 
for the first two children, As in the 
vast, you will continue to receive 
children's allowances from the Ne- 
conal Insurance Institute for the 
‘hird and additional children. These 

tyments (for families where at 
sast one member has served in the 
.efence or police forces) are 11.200 
‘or the third child, 11425 for the 
fourth, TL650 for the fifth, IL900 
for the sixth, IL1,150 for the seventh 
and IL250 for each additional child. 
(Allowances for other families are 


IL75 to 1L525 lower.) The cheque - 
from National “Insurance will be: . 


sent to you on August 20. 

The tax rubric of the chit will 
include taxes on payments which in 
the past were tax free, Here you 
will find taxes on your car and tele. 
phone allowances, overtime pay and 
literature allowance. 

As of this month there will be 
no compulsory loan deduction. If 
you considered the Ioan as a form 
of savings, you will have to make 
special allowances for this purpose 
from now on. 

When you check your net income 
and compare it to June's, you should 
compare the cash recelved for each 
month — Le.. regard the compulsory 
loan as ἃ tax.

TEL AVIV. — The country's 100 
“expense account" restaurants, 
catering to firms which invite 
Buests out for expensive meals on 
(formerly) tax-deductable accounts, 
are facing hard times, This was 
reported yesterday by Moshe Per- 
luk, Secretary-General of*the Gene- 
Yal Merchanta Association. 

The “final picture will only 
emerge in another month or two, 
but a severe pinch is already being 
felt," Perluk gaid.

Shahar income tax reform scheme, 
they will now be taxable. This will 
lead to a sharp reduction in eating 
out among these executives.?

“expense account” restaurants were 
hard hit one year ago when the 
Government took steps to cut down 
the number of government officials 
Jinviting guests out for meals. 

“The government restrictions, plus 
the cut-back due to the tax reform, 
will endanger the very existence of 
some of these 100 restaurants,” he 
predicted.

A small explosive charge went 
of at midmorning vesterday at the 
Egged Central Bus Station in Je- 
Tusalem but caused no Injuries or 
damage. 

The apparently hand-made tomb 
which was wrapped up ἐπ an old 
green shirt and red sweater, ex- 
ploded at the lane to the Ashkelon- 
bound bus.

TEL AVIV. -— The private em- 
ployers and the Histadrut are ex- 
pected today to conclude agreements 
for a step-by-step increase in the 
Cost-of-Living Allowance up to 
1112.90 for every IL100 of income 
before taxes. The Government is 
expected to go along with this. 

The empioyers and the Histadrut 
will propably also conclude an 
agreement on assuring employees 
at least the same take-home pay as 
they had received for June. 

On conclusion of these agreements 
the Histadrut is expected to extend 
till the end of the year the wage 
agreements which expired on July i. 

‘The employers’ delegation, led by 
Avraham Shavit, chairman of the 
Coordinating Committee of Econo- 
mic Organizations, and a Hiatadrut 
delegation led by Secretary-General 
Yeruham Meshej. still have some 
bargaining to do this morning. In- 
formal contacts, however, have 
brought them close enough to wind 
up the final agreement today. 

Both partles agree that the allow- 
ance should gradually increase to 
1L12.90 for every IL100 of basic 
pay, seniority pay, previous C-o-L 
allowances and allowances for deé- 
pendants. But they now have to 
discuss how fast the rates should 
increase until this target is reach- 
ed. For July, the employers are 
offering IL7.50 for every L100. On

IL82,000 to 
reconstruct 
J’lem: gatepost

Reconstruction of the Russian 
Compound gatepost destroyed two 
months ago by Amidar will cost 
182,000, according to en estimate 
submitted to the Municipality by a 
specialist in reconstruction, 

The estimate was forwarded last 
week to Amidar, which had earlier 
agreed in principle to pay the re- 
construction costs. A municipal of- 
ficial said lest night that Amidar 
has asked for another estimate, but 
that there is no question about its 
meeting the cost — whatever it is, 

An aide to Mayor Teddy Kollek 
said that a decision by the Mayor 
shortly after the gate’s destruction 
that it was to be reconstructed was 
still operative. He noted, however, 
there were “lots of people” now ask- 
ing- whether it was indeed worth 
while rebuilding the gate. Some of 
these people, it is known, are muni. 


A bronze head of the Emperor 
Hadrian — who ruled at the 
tame of the Bar Kochba re- 
bellion — has been found near 
‘Kibbutz Tirat Zvi in the Belt 
Shean area, and is now being 
cleaned and restored at the 
Department of Antiquities In 
Jerusalem. The find was made 
by a visitor to the kibbutz, 
and was about 25 centimetres 
below the surface. 

Experts from the Antiquities 


Department established that 
the bronze is of Hadrian 
because of its resemblance to 
other known statues of the 
Boman raier. A breastplate, 
also well preserved, and parts 
of the figure were also found. 
A uoumber of the parts of the 
body fit together. 

The experts point out that 
bronze sculpture was very 
rare among the Romans and 
few examples haye been pre- 
served.

US. lifts secrecy from 
Hiss spy trial papers 


WASHINGTON (AP). — After 25 
years, the Government yesterday 
lifted the secrecy from a portion 
of the so-called “pumpkin papers” 
which figured in the spy trial of 
Alger Hiss. 

Many of the documents appear to 
be unclassified portions of techni- 
cal manuals from the Navy’s Bureau 
of Aeronautics. 

A Justice Department attorney 
planned to deliver the “pumpkin 
papers” — actually five rolis of 
microfilm — to Hiss and historical 
researchers who petitioned for them 
under the Freedom of Information 
Aci 

Hiss, a State Department official 
in the Roosevelt Administration 
was convicted of perjury in 1950 
after denying that he slipped State 
Department uments to Whit- 
taker Chambers, a confessed com- 
munist spy. 

Hiss served three-and-one-half 
years in prison, was disbarred, and 
now works for a printing firm in 
New York. He insists that he was 
innocent of the charges. 


Chambers buttressed his accusa- 
tions by producing the microfilm 
hidden in ἃ hollowed-out pumpkin 
on hig Maryland farm. He claimed 
the film showed State Department 
documents Hiss had given him. 

Protographic prints from two 
rolls of the film were introduced 
as evidence at the trial, but the 
contents of the other three had 
never been disclosed until yester- 
day. Prints from the two rolls in- 
troduced at the trial showed State 
Department documents concerning 
U.S.-German relations in the 1930s. 

The prints from the three secret 
rolis appeared to be Bureau of 
Aeronautics technical documents 
concerning such things as a locking 
device used on aircraft, safety spe- 
clfications for Lifejackets and de- 
scriptions of a parachute.

Since May, whites have fled the 
country by air to Portugal at the 
rate of some 500 a day. In the 
past two weeks, during the battle 
for Luanda in which 300 persons 
died and 1,500 were wounded, 
whites and blacks flocked to the 
centre of the capital demanding 
the government arrange transport 
to Lisbon. The Portuguese military 
regime provided Swissair DC-20 
and airforce evacuation flights, and 
Luanda airport officlals said about 
1,200 whites were flying to Portu- 
gal daily, A spokesman for the 
Portuguese national airline, Tap, 
said its flights were fully booked 
to mid-November.

BUENOS AIRES. — President Isa- 
bel Peron burst into tears during 
her first cabinet meeting in two 
weeks and threatened to resign but 
her ministers talked her out of quit- 
ting, the independent news agency 
Noticias Argentinas said yesterday. 

There was no official confirma- 
tion of the report. 

Mrs. Peron, 44, has been reco- 
vering from 8 lingering fu, accord. 
ing to official reports. Reliable gov- 
ernment sources say she has neg- 
lected official duties because of se- 
rious nervous strain and that she 
has lost weight. 

Noticias Argentinas said thet dur- 
ing the cabinet meeting Tuesday 
morning Mrs. Peron bitterly com. 
plained over lack of support from 
8 large group within her own 
and that she had considered giving 
up her post. 

The Argentine cabinet met with. 
out the alling President Wednesday. 
Press reports said she had delega- 
ted virtually all her power to four 
key ministers. 

The reports singled out Interior 
Minister Antoni Benitez, Defence 
Minister Jorge Garrido, Justice 
Minister Ernesto Corvalan Nanclares 
and Economy Minister Pedro Bonan- 
ni as members of the ruling “min- 
cabinet.” 

Bonanni planned to make a re- 
newed government appeal for aus- 
terity to cope with Argentina's 
$6,600m. budget defiicit, inflation 
heading toward 200 per cent, and 
a foreign debt topping $20,000m. 

Over 90,000 doctors and dentists 
staged a 24-hour strike Wednesday 
to press demands for higher wages. 

Meanwhile, guerrillas bombed and 
opened fire on a provincial Govern- 
ment House Wednesday and bombed 
three bridges in an attack that 
killed a policeman and wounded 
three others. 

The attacks were the latest in a 
wave of violence which began five 
days ago when the leftist Monto- 
neros guerrillas launched a bombing, 
shooting and burning spree across

versary of the death of Evita Pe- 
ron, the popular second wife of the 
late president Juan Domingo Peron 
and a standard-bearer of the Mon- 
toneros. 

The latest attack raised the death 
toll from political violence in Ar.

year alone.. 

Government sources said Tuesday 
President Peron will offer her ana- 
lysis of the national crisis — the 
worst since she came to power last 
July — in 8 televised address “some 
time in the next 48 hours.”

NEWRY, Northern Ireland (AP). 
— Protestant extremists shot and 
killed three members of a well- 
known dance band after stopping 
them on a road outside Newry 
early yesterday. Two of the terror- 
ists died when their bomb exploded 
prematurely. 

Police found the five bodies along- 
side a country road and said one 
of them bore a tattoo of the Ulster 
olunteer Force. 

The slayings capped a night of 
violence in Northern Ireland, which 
included a riot in Londonderry and 
a bombing in Belfast, The news 
shocked thousands in Ireland, where 
the Dublin group known as the 
Miami Show Band was known on 
both sides of the border. 

Police said five members of the 
band were travelling home through 
the tense border area after appear- 
ing in Bainbridge, Northern Ireland, 
when their two minibuses were sig- 
nalled to a halt by a man in army- 
styie uniform. Police said the vic- 
tims apparently assumed it was an 
army checkpoint and obeyed the 
man's orders to line up against 
one of the buses. 

“A member of the then 8] 
proached the vehicle End“ asked the 


occupants for their names and ad- 
dresses, The band members were 
told to get out of thelr bus for 
what they thought was an official 
gearch,” a police officer said. 

“Then two men, both wearing 
military uniforms, took a bomb 
from a nearby parked car, but it 
exploded prematurely Killing them 
both.” 


The other guerrillas apparently 
panicked and shot four of the band 
members, Killing three and seriously 
wounding a fourth, police said. A 
fifth band member was reportedly 
‘mocked unconscious by the bomb 
Dlast but recovered and made it to 
a police station. The sixth band 
member had travelled home in his 
own car. 

Yn Londonderry, about 150 youths 
who had been to a pop concert went 
on the rampage in the mainly Ca- 
tholic Greggan District, looting 
stores, erecting makeshift barricades 
and setting fire to a car, police 
said. British troops, firing rubber 
bullets, drove the gangs off. The 
army said there were no reports of 
any injuries or arrests. 

In Belfast, a bomb exploded out. 
side a restaurant causing extensive 
damage, but there were no reported 
injuries. 


Victorious Israel will go

Blind vendors disdain 
Municipality’

AN EFFORT to raise the blind 
newspaper vendors of 


Jerusalem off the downtown 
sidewalks has after four years of 
efforts proven only half 
successful. The Municipality has 
been persuaded to provide them 
permanent newsstands but most 
of the vendors themselves prefer 
to stay on the sidewalk. 

The blind vendors have been a 
fixture in the downtown streets 
for years, most of them sitting 
on the ground alongside their 
papers, others perched on 
folding chairs or pacing up and 
down the narrow sidewalks. 
Municipal officials have long feit 
that this manner of selling was 
unseemly for the city, an impedi- 
ment to pedestrian traffic and a

discomfort to the blind 
themselves. 

Four years ago, social work 
official Ovadia Yosifon launched 
a campaign within the 
municipality to provide the ven- 
dors with newsstands. Passage 
through official channels was 
tedious, but two months ago 11 
red fibreglass newsstands were 
put up by the City Beautification 
Department, most of them on 
Jaffa Road and King George 
Street. 

To Yosifon's suprise, the ven- 
dors declined to move into them, 
even though it was explained 
that there would be no charge 
and that the stands would permit 
them to sit in comfort, provide 
shelves for laying out their 
newspapers and offer head 
cover against the sun. The

reasons given by the vendors 
were that there was no protec- 
tion against the winter rains or 
that the stands were not located 
exactly on the site they were ac- 
customed to. (In half the cases, 
they are).  ...... 

‘The real reason, Yosifon 
believes, is ἃ psychological 
reluctance to commit 
themselves to what seems a for- 
mal status — they are obliged to 


sign ἃ contract with the . 


Municipality stipulating that if 
they leave the stand unattended 
for three weeks without satisfac- 
tory explanation the Municipali- 
ty can turn {ft over to someone 
else, ‘‘Blind people are 
suspicious of anything new 
because of their disability,”’ says 
Sara Sherman, coordinator for 
the blind in the social welfare 
department. Yosifon also 
believes that those among the 
vendors who are welfare 
recipients are afraid that 
welfare payments would be cut 
back if they are seen esconced 
‘behind shiny newsstands like in- 
dependent merchants. Average 
earnings from selling 
newspapers, says Yosifon, are 
IL500-800 a month. 

After considerable persua- 
sion, five of the vendors have 
taken over stands. They have 
discovered that their earnings 
have gone up appreciably. At the 
entrance to the Russian Com- 
pound, vendor Reuven Aini, who 
is both blind and suffers trom 
cerebral palsy, said this week 
that he used to sell 160 papers 
a day when he worked from the 
sidewalk on the other side of Jaf- 
fa Road and that he now sold 
200-220 papers a day. 

Even this promise of in- 
creased earnings, however, has 
tailed to move other vendors to 
take over the six unoccupied 
newsstands — each built at a 
cost of IL2,500. 

Yosifon, whose job it is to find 
means of self-employment for 
handicapped, has reluctantly 
decided that if he cannot over- 
come this fear of commitment, 
he will have to turn these 
rem: stands over to other 
handicapped — but non-blind — 
persons who are already eager 
for them. ;

craft... Blindness becomes a han- 
dicap only because ignorance and 
prejudice of the sighted makes it 
one." 

“The ‘conference, to open at the 
Jerusalem Hilton next Monday, will 
be attended by over 400 persons, 
about 25 per cent of them blind. 
Among the outstanding uon-sighted 
visitors in the American delegation 
are Dr. Lewinsohn, a full Professor 
of History at Seaton Hall University, 
and Rami Rabi, an Israeli now 
employed as an industria] relations 
consultant with Hewes Associates, 
ope of America's best-known 
management consulting firms, 
(Rabi had been unable to find 
employment here because of reluc- 
tance to hire a blind person.) 

Dr. Hagel, Secretary-General of 
the Israel Centre for the Blind, told

CONFOUNDENG some advance predictions, the Conference of 
the Organization of African Unity yesterday resisted the 
pressures of those who would have pushed it into ἃ militant 
position. 

The conference rejected calls for a “war of liberation” in 
southern Africa, and endorsed further efforts to negotiate 
black majority rule. This resolution was a victory for Tanzania, 
Zambia and Botswana, all the more so because these states 
boycotted the conference as a sign of protest against Idi Amin 
who has called for immediate armed hostilities against South 
Africa and Rhodesia. 

The strife in Angola was another main preoccupation of the 
conference, Here too Amin was intent on taking direct action 
by sending an OAU peace-keeping force to the country. But 
the heads of state preferred a more restrained course, calling 
on the contending nationalist parties to stop fighting.

Even Egypt’s Anwar Sadat has apparently come to realize 
that ‘this campaign does not serve the Arab interest, and is 
rapidly becoming a kind of political embarrassment. 

Moreover the African leaders, while susceptible to Arab 
pressures, are not at all happy with the manner in which the 
Arab states have pulled their financial strings. It was for 
this reason that in the preparatory meetings for the ‘summit 
a resolution calling for strengthening African-Arab cooperation 
‘was put off. The African delegates complained outright that 
the Arab3, with all their oil revenues, were not doing enough 
to help the developing countries. 

Of course the major event affecting the OAU summit was 
the totally unexpected coup in Nigeria which cast its shadow 
on all the leaders present. What happened in Lagos could 
happen in numerous other African states, especially where 
military regimes are in power. Moreover it put into perspective 
the capacity of the OAU to take any genuinely effective action 
about the great issues of African unity with which the 
organization ostensibly deals. For domestic issues of economic . 
underdevelopment, political instability and internal strife 
continue to be the immediate and engrossing problems of almost 
all the states. 

It is only when these problems are on their way to solution 
that the African states will be able to develop ἃ real political 
framework for dealing with the larger issues facing the con-— 
tinent as a whole.

Unconfirmed reports said that 
Hussein has also summoned his 
ambassadors to Britain and France, 
probably indicating that he might 
turn to one of the latter countries 
for sophisticated weapons. 

Hussein had earlier warned that 
he would turn to “every source” 
for arms unless Washington sup- 
plied him with all the weapons he 
wanted despite the view of Con- 
gress that it be cut by almost half. 

The Speaker of the Syrian Par- 
Tiament, Mobammed Halabi, now 
visiting Amman, yesterday reiter- 
ated his country’s full support for 
Hussein's “firm” stand in resisting 
American attempts to reduce arms 
supplies to Jordan. He said Syria 
would aid Amman in dealing with 
this issue. This remark was viewed 
as a hint that Damascus might 
either supply Jordon with anti-air- 
craft weapons or help it obtain 
them from the Soviet Union. 

Halebi arrived in Amman yester- 
day following the visit by Syrian 
Prime Minister Mahmoud Ayyoubi, 
who last week concluded wide- 
ranging pacts within the frame- 
work of the alliance sealed in Am- 
man last June between Hussein 
and President Hafez Assad.

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Elderly Congressman foils bid 
to end Turkish arms embargo 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — Presi- 
dent Ford's effort to get Congress 
to Uft its embargo Turkey 
was left in limbo Friday night 85 
members streamed out of Washing- 
ton at the start of their August re- 
cess. 

They left behind a bill to resume 
arms shipments to Turkey, which 
were cut off last February in reta- 
lation for the Turkish invasion of 
Cyprus. 

President Ford had ordered an ail- 
out lobbying effort for the measure 
but received a double rebuff when 
the House first rejected the bill and 
ene refused to reconsider its deci- 

jon. 

The presidential effort met im- 
Blacable opposition from 83-year-old 
Congresaman Roy Madden in the 
House of Representatives Friday 
night. 

He compared the Turkish occupa. 
tion of northern Cyprus with Soviet 
Massacres in Poland in the second 
World War. 

The Senate voted 47 to-46 Friday 
for a partial lift of the arms embar- 
go. The one-vote margin in favour 
of the Administration was the same 
as when the Senate yoted 41-40 to 
end the arms ban on May 19. 

The House remained in session 
Friday night waiting to get the bill 
from the Senate. Republicans, hop- 
ing to get a chance to vote on the 
measure before the fegialature’s sum- 
mer recess, defeated half a dozen 
efforts to adjourn. 

But they were finally thwarted by 
Mr. Madden, a 30-year veteran of 
Congress, whose post as chairman 
of the Rules Committee gives him 
the power to decide what legislation 
reaches the floor. 

In angry remarks to the House, 
he made it clear he had no intention 
of sending the bill to the floor for 
a vote. 

Declaring that the Soviet Union 
massacred 14 million Poles in the 
Second World War, he went on: 
“But, listen, we do not have to go 
back to Stalin or Khrushchev. 

“Within the last 12 months the 
leaders of the Turkish Government 
with our armaments and our tanks 
went in and massacred thousands of 


people on Cyprus.”

Immediately after the divorce the 
children’s mother applied to the Tel 
Aviv District Court to give force to 
the clause in the deceased's will 
transferring her ex-busband's rights 
to his (and her) children. 

. The applicant objected to this re- 
quest but hig objections were dis- 
missed by the District Court. He 
thereupon applied to the Supreme

In dismissing the application for 
leave to appeal, Justice Kister first 
enumerated several fundamental 
ples. 
~ First, he said, the son of a testator 
has no right to demand that he 
benefit from his father's will, and if 
he ig not 8 minor, he is not even en- 
titled to any muintenanece from his 
father's estate unleas he be an in- 
valid. On the other hand, 
grandchildren of a deceased are en- 
titled to maintenance in certain cir- 
cumstances (as set out in section 57 
of the Succession Law}. 
Ppp oad he continued, a testator 
is fully entitled to bequeathe his 
property to his grandchildren and 
cut his sons out of his will. Thirdly, a

Anti-Amin resistance 


surfacing in Uganda 


KAMPALA (UPI). — A secret un- 
derground resistance organization 
rere to toppling President Idi 
Amin has apparently started ope- 
rating in Uganda, - 
The guerrillas — calling them- 
selves the Uganda Liberation Move- ἢ 
ment — surfaced only during the 
last two weeks 'when they sparked 
a series of bombing incidents in the 
capital to try to embarrass Amin 
during a summit meeting of the 
tion of African Unity 
(GAU).

250,000 Ugandans. 

It is the first announced resistance 
organization operating within Ugan- 
da since Amin came to power in a 
military coup more than four years 
ago. 

According to diplomatic reports 
the coup exploded its first set of 
bombs late last month at the start 
of the OAU conference. One bdilast 
damaged an electric pylon four kilo- 
metres from the city centre. Seve 
ral other bombs were defused before 
they went off.

Peace bid. by Argentina’s 


guerrillas if 
BUENOS AIRSS (Reuter). — Marx- 
ist guerrillas have put out peace 
feelers to the government of Prest- 
dent Marja Histela Peron, who is 
trying to reassert her authority 
after a prolonged economic and 
political crisis which has affected 
her health. 

The outlawed People’s Revolu- 
tionary Army (ERP) said in a 
communique sent to news media 
Saturday night that it would lay 
down its arms if -the government 
lifted a state of siege, released all 
political prisoners and removed the 
ban on the organization. 

The ERP said it was offering 
the truce “in view of the critical 
state of the nation and to assist 
democracy and pacification.” 

The ERP, which has been fight- 
ing the Argentine army for the past 
five years — except for a five-month

the ERP has lost 350 members, 
most of them captured and the
